All Weather Bur«au Reccrda Brokan 
By Laat Three Montha. 


Philftdolphlo, Sopt. 1.—Throe mnntha 
Of Iho coldest summor wonthor within 
thtt memory of living men haß èndod, 
All woather bureau records arc broken, 
and the pieces are scattered. But the 
wnathor bureau dates back only to 1871 
nud there are many ptmple living who 
can romrmber the severe weather of 
1K57. It will be necessary to take up 
thé books, however, and go back to 
1816 to And anything to beat this sum- 
mer for weather. In the year 1816 snow 
fell every month in th« year except 
one, and 
there waa frost Ih every 
month of the twelve. Wheat did not 
ripen, aud people thought the end of 
the world waa coming. Of course, wo 
have had nothing like that this sum- 
mer. but It haa been a cold, wet aoason. 
Half crops were the rule for email 
fruits, and no crop at all for peaches 
and many vegetables to which wo are 
accustomed. 


Beginning with June, when 
warm 
weather may reasonably bo cxpected» 
the warmest day was the last of the 
month, and tho mercury only roachpd 
84 In the hottest part of the day. There 
were 20 rainy days and 10 more which 
Were cloudy. The coldi^at day was the 
first of the month, when the mercury 
went down to 5. July was not ao bad. 
but the mean average temperature Waa 
exactly tbe normal, and this notwith- 
standing that on several days Ihe mer- 
cury went up to 96. There were 17 
rainy days in the month and 7 that 
were cloudy. 


During August the mt^rcury ranged 
from 57 to 94 in ä few days last Week, 
and tho mean temperature of the month 
only 70. or four degrees below the 
normal. When it comes to rain, Au- 
gust carries the banner with 21 rainy 
days to its credit and 10 cloudy.

He made an impassioned 
appeal to them to acquit him, declar- 
ing that he "WOB Innocent of the mur- 
der of Goebol and had no knowledge 
of It. Those who hoard Powers' speech 
thought it would have 
considerable 
effect on the Jury, but thia proved ta 
be untrue. The Jury retired and soon 
brought 
in a 
verdict of guilty 
as 
charged. Caleb Powers, liko the man 
of iron he'has proved himself through 
all hla trials, received the verdict with- 
out emotion. When the Jury went out 
he was sitting chatting with friends 
and aside from glancing up aa the 
Jurymen filed out made no move.

THR COLDfcST SUMMER 


All Weather Burtau Reccrda Brckan 
By Last Three Montha. 
Philftdolphia, Sept. 1.—Throe months 
Of Iho coldest summor wcathor within 
thct memory of living men haö èndod. 
All weather bureau records are broken, 
and the pieces are scattered. But the 
wnather bureau dates back only to 1871 
nnd there are many ptmple living who 
can romember tha severe weather of 
1K57. It will bo necessary to take up 
thé books, howevar, and go back to 
1816 to find anything to beat this sum­ 
mer for weather. In the year 181Î snow 
fell every month In the year except 
one, and there was frost Ih every 
month of the twelve. Wheat did not 
ripen, and people thought the end of 
the world waa coming. Of course, we 
have had nothing like that this sum­ 
mer, but it has been a cold, wet season. 
Half crops were the rule for small 
fruits, and no crop at all for peaches 
and many vegetablos to which wo are 
accustomed. 
Beglnnin.g with June* when warm 
weather may reasonably bo expected, 
the warmest day was the last of the 
month, and the mercury only reached 
84 In the hottest part of the day. There 
were 20 rainy days and 10 more which 
Were cloudy. The coldest day was the 
first of the month, when the mercury 
went down to 5. July was not so bad, 
but the mean average temperature Was 
exactly the normal, and this notwith­ 
standing that on several days the mer­ 
cury went up to 96. There were 17 
rainy days in the month and 7 that 
were cloudy. 
During August the mercury ranged 
from 57 to 94 in â few days last week, 
and tho mean temperature of the month 
w.^s only 70, or four degrees below the 
normal. When it comes to rain, Au­ 
gust carries the banner with 21 rainy 
days to its credit and 10 cloudy. 


POWERS FACES DEATH 


Third Trial Results In Sentence of 
Extreme Penalty. 
Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 31. — Caleb 
Powers^ formerly secretary of state of 
Kentucky, was convicted for the third 
time of the murder of Governor Goebel 
and sentpnced to death. Judge Rob­ 
bins overruled a motion for a now tilal 
and fixed November 25 next as the day 
for the execution. 
At his two previous trials, which 
were reversed by the court of appeals, 
Powers was sentenced to life Impris­ 
onment. 
Powers' counsel permitted 
him to make a speech to the Jur>^ In 
this case. He made an impassioned 
appeal to them to acquit him, declar­ 
ing that he waa innocent of the mur­ 
der of Goebel and had no knowledge 
of It Those who heard Powers* speech 
thought it would hare considerable 
effect on the Jury, but this proved to 
be untrue. The Jury retired and soon 
brought In a verdict of guilty as 
charged. Caleb Powers, like the man 
of Iron he'has proved himself through 
all his trials, received the verdict with­ 
out emotion. When the Jury went out 
he was sitting chatting with friends 
and aside from glancing up as the 
Jurymen filed out made no movo. 


Italian Banker Murdered, 
Philadelphia, Hept, 1. - 
Vincenzo ^ 
Tilll, the proprietor of an Italian bank I 
at 822 South Kigfcth street, w\s shot j 
and killed by a felluv; countryman 
named Giovanul Viola. The murderer 
ran from the bank, and as he was 
pursued by a largo crowd ho turned 
and flred his revolver at his pursuers.

REVIVING OLD TREES. 


If you have old trees that have failed 
to give profitable crops of fruit, dig 
the soil up thoroughly and then apply 
a good dressing of well-rotted stable 
manure and work thoroughly into the 
soil. 
Then, if you ha^e them, apply 
a dressing of wood asnes. 
If these 
fall to revive the tree after giving a 
good pruning it is past redemption, 
and should give way to something bet- 
ter. 
Good rich soil for three or four 
years can be profitably planted to some 
crop while the trees in the orchard are 
groAving, but after that the best plan 
is either to seed down to clover, and 
use as a hog pasture, or to cultivate 
without allowing any crop to grow. 


RAISING TOMATOES. 


My method for raising a small patch 
for table use of the delicious fruit is 
to cultivate the plants till they are 
twelve or fourteen inches high, then 
clean out all the weeds, 
have 
the 
ground loose and mellow, take wheat 
straw, place it all over the ground, 
thick enough to keep down the weeds 
and grass, taking care to put it close 
up around the plants. 
This will also 
keep the moisture in the ground, and 
they will bear more abundantly than 
in any other way I have ever tried, 
and keep perfectly clean. It keeps the 
ground cool under the vines and tho 
fruit does not sunburn or rot as it 
does when allowed 
to 
lay 
on 
the 
ground, but is always clean, with no 
dust at all wlien gathering.—Cordia 
Albin, In The Epitomist.

CURIOUS 
GRAFTING. 


Professor Green, of the Minnesota 
State School of Agriculture, has, by a 
process of grafting, grown fully de- 
veloped tomatoes on a potato vine. 
He cut off the young shoots of a potato 
vine, making a V-shaped slit In the 
top. Into which he inserted a freshly 
clipped young tomato plant, and bound 
the joint with straw and supported it 
by long rods. 
Nature did the rest; 
the tomato drew Its sustenance from 
the earth through the rodts of the po- 
tato, and in return furnished what 
was required In the way of the action 
of light and air upon its own leaves 
to Its adopted roots. Professor Green's 
sole object was to show what could 
be done In the way of grafting widely 
separated plants. The work is a proof 
of the skill In the graftsman, but it 
shows the extent to which nature will 
act to repair a wound. 
It shows also 
that the action of the stalks is not de- 
pendent wholly upon tlie action within 
Its own particular variety. 
The plant 
Is now nearly five months old, and 
several tomatoes have ripened upon 
It, and fairly developed potatoes have 
grown In the gi'ound. 
There are no 
leaves suggestive of the potato on the 
plant, which is three .feet 
high,— 
A-merican Cultivator. 


CLEANING UP ORCHARDS. 


On many farms there are old orch- 
ards which, apparently, have outlived 
their usefulness, but which really have 
several good crops of fruit In them 
still. If for no other reason than that 
of sightliness these old orchards should 
be cleaned out and put in the best pos- 
sible condition. 
If the trees are really 
of no value it is a good plan to cut 
them down and get them out of the 
way so tbat the land can be made 
profitable. 
If they are worth saving 
prmie 
out, 
this 
fall, 
the 
broken 
brandies, removing a number of the 
Inner ones and shortening the outer 
ones. 
Then scrape the bark which is 
crusty and cracked from the trees so 
that one or two applications of Bor- 
deaux mixture may be made in the 
proper season to destroy insects. 
In 
the meantime an application of white- 
wash will kill many of the insects and 
Improve the appearance of the trees. 
Plan to plov,'' under the sod in the 
orchard the coming spring, or, if you 
do not care to do this, remove the sod 
from close around the trees ,and sow 
grass seed over the sod, manuring it 
lightly the coming fall or applying 
muriate of potash and ground bone, 
two hundred pounds of the former aud 
three hundred pounds of the latter to 
the acre. In this way the orchard may 
be Improved at small cost.—Indiauap- 
oiis h'ews.

CURIOUS GRAFTING. 
Professor Green, of the Minnesota 
State School of Agriculture, has, by a 
process of grafting, grown fully de­ 
veloped tomatoes on a potato vine. 
He cut off the young shoots of a potato 
vine, making a V-shaped slit In the 
top. Into -which he inserted a freshly 
clipped young tomato plant, and bound 
the joint •nith straw and supported it 
by long rods. 
Nature did the rest; 
the tomato drew Its sustenance from 
the earth through the rodts of the po< 
tato, and in return furnished "what 
was required In the way of the action 
of light and air upon its own leaves 
to Its adopted roots. Professor Green's 
sole object was to show what could 
be done In the way of grafting widely 
separated plants. The work is a proof 
of the skill in the graftsman, but it 
shows the extent to which nature will 
act to repair a wound. It shows also 
that the action of the stalks Is not de­ 
pendent wholly upon the action within 
Its own particular variety. The plant 
Is now nearly five months old, and 
several tomatoes have ripened upon 
It, and fairly developed potatoes have 
grown in the gi'ound. 
There are no 
leaves suggestive of the potato on the 
plant, •which is three .feet high.— 
American Cultivator. 


CLEANING UP ORCHARDS. 
On many farms there are old orch­ 
ards which, apparently, have outlived 
their usefulness, but which really have 
several good crops of fruit in tbem 
still. If for no other reason than that 
of sightliness these old orchards should 
be cleaned out and put In the best poS' 
Bible condition, If the trees are really 
of no value It Is a good plan to cut 
them down and get them out of the 
way so that the land can be made 
profitable. 
If they are worth saving 
prmie out, 
this 
fail, 
the 
broken 
branches, removing a number of the 
Inner ones and shortening the outer 
ones. Then scx’ape the bark which is 
crusty and cracked from the trees so 
that one or two applications of Bor­ 
deaux mixture may be made in the 
proper season to destroy insects. 
In 
the meantime an application of white­ 
wash Avlll kill many of the insects and 
improve the appearance of the trees. 
Plan to plov,' under the sod in the 
orchard the coming spring, or, if you 
do not care to do this, remove the sod 
from close around the trees ,and sow 
grass seed over the sod, manuring It 
lightly the coming fall or applying 
muriate of potash and ground bone, 
two hundred pounds of the former and 
three imndred pounds of the latter to 
the acre. In this way the orchard may 
be improved at small cost.—ludiauap* 
alia h'ews.

The following remarkable descrip- 
tion of "New York's Vulgar Rich" ap- 
pears as an editorial review in the San 
Francisco Bulletin: 


Western 
people that have . visited 
New York within the last three or four 
y«ars have been astonished and im- 
pressed by the ostentatious opulence of 
that city. 


The smart drives are filled with long 
files of private equipages. The women 
dress richly and splendidly. It Is noth- 
ing to see a quarter of a million dol- 
lars' worth of jewels decking the per- 
son of the wife of some man who is not 
known to the public. 
There are so 
many millionaires in New York that 
they are as common as members of the 
lower house in Washington, or 
as 
Chinamen in San 
Francisco. 
Long 
streets are taken up by 
the 
great 
houses of obscure millionaires. 


Great fortunes are easily made in 
New York, where money abounds, but 
the Indigenous rich are not the whole 
of the miUionaire population of that 
city, for hundreds of western families, 
having made their pile In Michigan 
lumber, or Pennsylvania coal, or Chi- 
cago trading, or 
California mines, or 
Texas cattle, or other Western enter- 
prises and Industries, move to New 
York, set up establishments there, and 
help to support Sherry's, the Waldorf- 
Astoriav Tiffany's and 
other 
such 
places. 


The splendor and luxury of 
New 
York are barbaric. The striving for 
display has assumed the look of mad- 
nesB. Immense sums are spent in fol- 
ly. There seems to be a competition in 
extravagance. 
People advertise their 
wealth by 
extraordinary 
entertain- 
ments and by throwing their money 
about as if they were glad to get rid of 
It Prices at the places of public resort 
frequented by the rich are consequent-" 
ly very high. 


There Is a millionaire public in New 
York large enough to support 
such 
establishments, and prices are ranged 
according to the -millionaire 
purse. 
These establishments are rated in New 
York as of the first class. As there is 
not a large millionaire population in 
any other city, prices at the first-class 
hotels and • restaurants elsewhere are 
based on a lower estimate of the aver- 
age wealth of the patrons. People in 
moderate circumstances can afford to 
live and dine at the Palace potel In 
this city or at any first class hotel or 
restaurant in any.-other city except 
New York. But in New York a family 
having an income of only a few thous- 
ands a year lives oeyond its means if 
It dines frequently at Sherry's or at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 


But—and herein is the evil of these 
luxurious resorts—the usual well-to-do 
American family, in New York as else- 
where, is afraid to patronize any but 
a first-class hotel or restaurant, or to 
cross the ocean on any but the fastest 
•teamers. Consequently many 
hun- 
dreds of families, dependent on the sal- 
ary of the husband and father, attempt 
to keep up with the pace set by the 
millionaires. A salary of ten thousand 
a year vdll barely support a husband 
and wife who make any pretension of 
mingling among the patrons of 
the 
high-priced resorts. The result is that 
thousands of families in New York are 
living beyond their means. 
A 
few 
years of thjs unreasonable mode of 
life drives the man of the family Into 
bankruptcy, of course, and ruins the 
family, but In their headlong 
down- 
ward flight the extravagant New York- 
ers do not care about the future. They 
live luxuriously from day to day and 
stave off the crash as long as they can. 
When It comes they sink out of sight— 
EO West or become part of the sub- 
merged classes. 


There are many families In 
New 
York that live very meanly and parsi- 
moniously that they may have 
casli 
enough to make a figure at Sherry's or 
the Waldorf-Astoria on Sunday night. 
Many of the big jewelry stores make a 
practice of lending sets of Jewelry for 
a, night. For this accommodation they 
receive large pay. The wife of some 
comparatively poor man will appear in 
public wearing from fifty to one hun- 
dred thousand dollars' worth of dia- 
monds, for the use of which ^he has 
given a sum equal to a month's Income 
of her husband. 
The husband, poor 
man, Is very Jlkely as vain and foolish 
as his wife. He enjoys having people 
that do not know him take Mm t(K a 
millionaire. 
For thi^ he gives up all 
the real comforts and enjoyments of 
life. On his Income, amply i^ufflcient tf 
he would spend it reasonably, he is 
nothing but a tawtiry pauper. 


Not only ultimate bankruptcy, but 
frequently embezzlement Is the conse- 
quence of ibis extravagant way of liv- 
ing. Salaries that would seem very 
large in San Francisco become mere 
pittance« in New York. Here he c»n 
<ilne at a I'evtaurant with the "bett," 
that is, the richest people in town, all 
about him. In New York he muat herd 
with the poor, and can bohold the rich 
only from a distance. 
Of course, if a 


man is clever, he can become profount* 
ly satirical and find the vulgar ricll 
very amusing—still from a distance— 
and can work himself into an exce^« 
ingly superior state of mind. He can 
become even more than satirical if ha 
Vill contrast the display of vast wealth 
with the misery and pauperism 
that 
prevail so close to it 


If the satirist is from San Francisco 
he may return thanks that uiis city is 
yet fairly free from the madness for 
making and the passion for spending 
money. He may get some consolation 
from the reflection that 24 percent of 
the people of San Francisco, while only 
12 percent of the people of New York, 
own their own homes, and from the ad- 
ditional fact that the climate ot San 
Francisco Is worth a million dollars in 
terms of comfort, to each inhabitant 


A MOUSE 
W L U 


How the Thirfty Scotsman Put the 
Animal to Work. 


Thrift is generally acknowledged to 


be one of the leading characteristics 
of the natives of Flfeshire, and it nev 
er was more forcibly exemplified, says 
the Scotsman, than in the person of 
Mr. David Hutton, a native of Dun 
fermHne, who actually 
proved 
that 


even mice, those acknowledged pests 
of mankind, could be made not only 
to earn their own living, but also to 
yield a respectable income to their 
owners. 


About the year 1820 this gentleman 
actually erected a small mill at Dun- 
fermlitfe fdr the 
manufacture 
of 
thread, 
a mill worked entirely 
by 
mice. It was while visiting 
Perth 
Prison in 1812 that Mr. Hatton first 
conceived this remarkable Idea of util- 
izing mouse power. 
In an old pam- 
phlet of the time, "The Curiosity Cof- 
fee Room," he gave an account of the 
way in Avhich the idea dawned on him. 


"In the summer of the year 1812," he 
wrote, "I had occasion to be in Perth, 
and when inspecting the 
toys 
and 
trinkets that were manufactured by 
the French prisoners 
in the 
depot 
there my attention was involuntarily 
attracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was run- 
ning rabidly rouiid, Impelled by the 
Insignificant 
gravity 
of 
a common 
house mouse. For one shilling I pur- 
chased house, mouse and wheel. In- 
closing it in a handkerchief, on my 
Journey homeward I was compelled to 
contemplate its favorite amusement. 
But how to apply half-ounce power 
(which is the weight of a mouse) to 
a useful purpose was the difficulty. At 
length the manufacturing of 
sewing 
thread seemed the most practicable." 


Mr. Hatton had one mouse that ran 
the amazing distance of 18 miles a day, 
but he proved that an ordinary mouse 
could run 10 1-2 miles on an average. 
A half penny's worth of oatmeal was 
sufllclent for its support for 35 days, 
during which It ran 736 half miles. He 
had actually two mice constantly em- 
ployed in the making of sewing thread 
for more than a year. 
The mouse 
thread mill was so constructed that 
the common house mouse was enabled 
to make atonement to society for past 
offences by twisting, twining and reel- 
ing from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted. 


To perform this task the little pe- 
destrian had to run 10 1-2 miles, and

•cendnnt of Solomon, 


And who Is the Emperor of Ethiopia? 
Those who happen to know may eon« 
sidor It an absurdly easy question to 
answer. 
But such is the Ignorance 
of tJiiugs most necessary to know in 
which our people are sunk that only 
a few nre aware that Monellk II. of 
Abyssinia has borne that title since 
ISSO. He used to bo called the negus. 
Ills full title bciuj: negus uegasti, mean. 
Inic king of kinijs. 
The Abyssinian 
monarch \iscd to be a mero King of 
Choa. 
But now he rules the united 
kiuirdoms of Choa, Godjam. Djlmma, 
Kafl'a and Watamo, with some other 
provinces. Consequently he Is an em- 
peror. 


Ancient blood Is expected in an em- 
peror, and it Is remarkable that ho of 
Abyssinia, the most obscure of the 
imperial band, is of the oldest stock of 
all. At least that is his claim, Ailu, 
his father, came of the old royal family 
of Ethiopia that traccd its descent to 
Menellk I., son of Solomon by the 
Queen of Sheba. Ailu Avas eldest sou 
of a groat chief named Solla-S^lassie, 
under whom the kingdom of Choa 
attained to its highest pitch of power. 
Now, Solla-Selassie*s own name had 
formerly boon Menellk, but he had 
been warned by a monk to change 
it otherwise he would suffer great 
misfortune. He should, however, said 
the monk, call the son of his first born 
by the name of Monellk, and the child 
so christened would one day be the 
conqueror of all Ethiopia 
and 
the 
greatest of her rulers since the days 
of Monolik I., son of Solomon. 
As 
soon, therefore, as the grandson was 
born ho was named Menolik. The real- 
ly curious thing about this story is 
that It was certainly told and retailed 
by an Italian traveler some years be- 
fore Menolik "conquered Ethiopia" and 
consolidated his realm.—London News.

Buenos Aires, meaning "¿ ^od airs'* 
•^r •'healthful winds," was named by 
sn old Spanish explorer and froeboot- 
»r, Pedro de Mendoza, who foimded 
ihe city in the year 1535. The wiad 
blowing in from the pampas was cer- 
tainly good, but not so tho fiat, swam- 
py piece of ground that ho seloctod 
for a town. Yot the Httlo settlement 
grow, despite Its 
surroundings, 
de- 
spite the lack of a harbor, despite a 
century of Indian wars and over two 
and a half centuries of- Spanish mis- 
rule. It grew and prospered until, in 
1776—an easy date for you to remom- 
liei^it beoanib tho capital of the groat 
Spanish viceroyalty of La Plata, which 
comprised what is now Argentina, Bo- 
livia, Paraguay and Uruguay. 
Just 
one hundred years ago Buenos Aires's 
population had roached fifty thousand, 
which seems quite remarkable whon 
one considers the vexatious taxes and 
restrictions imposed on her colonies. 
In 1S06 orcurrod the British Invasion 
under Major-General afterward 
Vis- 
count) William Carr 
Boresford, 
an 
event that nearly change ] the destiny 
of half a continent. For "the Purple 
Land that England lost," as a writer 
styles the La Plata countries, would 
probably have been British today, like 
Cape Cblony, or, 
at 
least 
English 
speaking, had Beresford held the city 
he so easily captured. 


England and Spain were at war at 
this time, Spain being the ally of Na- 
poleon. Beresford» who had bo^m sta- 
tioned at Cape of Good Hope, thought 
he would aid his country by seizing a 
Spanish colony, and Impulsively set 
sail for the Rio de la Plata with about 
1600 men. Arrived off Buenos Aires, 
he took the city quite by surprise, and 
captured It easily. But the people were 
not Inclined to submit to a mere hand- 
ful of Ingleses (Englishmen), and after 
a few weeks' preparation 
tliey 
ad- 
vanced upon the invaders and soon 
overwhelmed them. 
The fighting oc- 
curred in the Plaza Mayor, the princi- 
pal square of the city, where Beresford 
was Intrenched, and this square has 
ever since been known as the Plaza 
Victoria, while adjacent streets, such 
as Defensa (Defense), Reconquista 
(Reconquest), and a few others, were 
renamed In honor of the victory. 


But Great Britain, unwilling to lose 
such a prize, sent a much larger force, 
under General Whitelocke, to recap* 
ture the city. This expedition, 
how 
ever, ended mu.ch more disastrously. 
Whitelocke, through his Incompetency, 
lo6t half his men and had to withdraw 
to his ships; and, to complete his dis- 
grace, he surrendered Montevideo, the 
city across the river—now the capital 
of Uruguay—which had been gallantly 
captured by a separate force.

the La Plata provinces were lost to 
England 
forever.—From

The Food Factor In Education. 
Over pressure" in education has 
now for some time been 
made 
the 
theme of endless 
discussion. 
This 
crusade against modern methods of 
training the rising generation has not 
been undertaken without valid cause. 
The youth of great cities throughout 
the world are crammed 
with knowl- 
edge—much of which is more or less 
useless—w^iiie their physical condi- 
tion is neglected. The consequence Is 
that the urban population is degener- 
ating in physique and constitution, and 
Is becoming every year less fitted to 
fight succeesfuliy tho battle of life. In 
the British 
Medical 
Journal 
is an 
article which, although allowing that 
the present tendency to overload the 
minds of the young produces many 
evil effects, yet contends that Insuffi- 
cient food Is a factor of much Import- 
ance in the production of ill-health. 
And that the diet of growing children 
is generally Inadequate» both as re- 
gards quantity and quality. Dr. Clem- 
ent Dukes, a distinguished'authority 
on school hygiene, states tliat the av- 
erage Bchoon>oy requires meat twice 
a day, and suggests that tho Innumer- 
able petty misdemeanors of boys may 
be duo to Insufllcient nourishment. 
Underfeeding Is especially noticeable 
in the case of girls. Dr. Newsholme 
points out that girls thus underfed of- 
ten get into the habit of relying on 
bread and butter and puddings to the 
almost complete exclusion of meat and 
other nitrogenous food. 
The conclu- 
sion arrived at from a consideration 
and comparison of diets in various 
schools in England and France, is that" 
as a rule, not enough nitrogenous food 
is given, and that girls are generally 
underfed. In these days, when exam- 
inations are harder and 
comi>etltlun 
more acute than ever before, the strain 
upon the mental faculties and upon 
the nervous system of those at school 
and college, is exceptlonaly severe, 
and In order to preserve good health, 
the necessities of thi3 body must be 
carefully looked after. 
The young 
men then, when studying hard should 
not only be given only sufficient food, 
but suitable food.—'Medical Record.

The following remarkable descrip­ 
tion of “New York’s Vulgar Rich” ap- 
t>MU's as an editorial review in the San 
Francisco Bulletin: 
Western 
people that have , visited 
New York within the last three or four 
y*ars have been astonished and Im­ 
pressed by the ostentatious opulence of 
that city. 
The smart drives are filled with long 
flies of private equipages. The women 
drees richly and splendidly. It Is noth­ 
ing to see a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars' worth of jewels decking the per­ 
son of the wife of some man who is not 
known to the public. 
There are so 
many millionaires in New York that 
they are as common as members of the 
lower house In Washington, or 
as 
Chinamen in San 
Francisco. 
Long 
streets are taken up by 
the 
great 
houses of obscure millionaires. 
Great fortunes are easily made in 
New York, where money abounds, but 
the indigenous rich are not the whole 
of the miljionaire population of that 
city, for hundreds of western families, 
having made their pile in Michigan 
lumber, or Pennsylvania coal, or Chi* 
cago trading, or California mines, or 
Texas cattle, or other Western enter­ 
prises and industries, move to New 
York, set up establishments there, and 
help to support Sherry’s, the Waldorf- 
Astorlav Tiffany’s and 
other 
such 
places. 
The splendor and luxury of 
New 
.York are barbaric. The istriving for 
display haß assumed the look of mad- 
nes6. Immense sums are spent In fol­ 
ly. There seems to be a competition in 
extravagance. 
People advertise their 
wealth by 
extraordinary 
entertain­ 
ments and by throwing their money 
about as if they were glad to get rid of 
It Prices at the places of public resort 
frequented by the rich are consequent­ 
ly very high. 
There is a milli<Miaire public in New 
York large enough to support 
such 
establishments, and prices are ranged 
according to the * millionaire 
purse. 
These establishments are rated in New 
York as of the first class. As there is 
not a large millionaire population in 
any other city, prices at the first-class 
hotels and' restaurants elsewhere are 
based on a lower estinxate of the aver­ 
age wealth of the patrons. People in 
moderate circumstances can afford to 
live and dine at the Palace potel in 
this city or at any first class hotel or 
restaurant in any,-other city except 
New York. But in New York a family 
liaving an income of only a few thous­ 
ands a year lives oeyond its means if 
It dines frequently at Sherry's or at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 
But—and herein is the evil'of these 
luxurious resorts—the usual well-to-do 
American family, in New York as else­ 
where, is afraid to patronize any but 
a first-class hotel or restaurant, or to 
cross the ocean on any but the fastest 
•teamers. Consequently many 
hun­ 
dreds of families, dependent on the sal­ 
ary of the husband and father, attempt 
to keep up with the pace set by the 
millionaires. A salary of ten thousand 
a year will barely support a husband 
and wife who make any pretension of 
mingling among the patrons of 
the 
high-priced resorts. The result is that 
thousands of families in New York are 
living beyond their means. 
A 
few 
years of this unreasonable mode of 
life drives the man of the family into 
bankruptcy, of course, and ruins the 
family, but In their headlong 
down­ 
ward flight the extravagant New York­ 
ers do not care about the future. They 
live luxuriously from day to day and 
atave off the crash as long as they can. 
When It comes they sink out of sight— 
go West or become part of the sub­ 
merged classes. 
There are many families In 
New 
York that live very meanly and parsi­ 
moniously that they may have 
cash 
enough to make a figure at Sherry's or 
the Waldorf-Astoria on Sunday night. 
Many of the big jewelry stores make a 
practice of lending sets of Jewelry for 
a night. For this accommodation they 
receive large pay. The wife of some 
comparatively poor man will appear in 
public wearing from fifty to one hun­ 
dred thousand dollars' worth of dia­ 
monds, for the use of which ßhe has 
given a sum equal to a month's income 
of her husband. 
The husband, poor 
mao, is very likely m vain and foolish 
as his wife. He enjoys having people 
that do not know him take .him for a 
millionaire. 
For thi^ he gives up all 
the real comforts an4 enjoyments of 
life. On his income, amply isuAcient tf 
he would spend it reawnably, he is 
nothing but a tawtiry pauper. 
Not only ultimate bankruptcy, but 
frequently embezzlement Is the conse- 
<iuence of this extravagant way of liv­ 
ing. Salaries that would seem very 
large In San Francisco becmne mere 
pittances in New York. Here he c ^ 
dln^ at a reetaurant with the ''beet,'* 
that lSi th 9 richest people in town, all 
about him. In New York he must h«rd 
with the poor, and can bahoid tbe rich 
only from a distance. Of coune, if a 


man is clever, he can become profouni« 
ly satirical and find the vulgar ricll 
very amusing—still from a distance— 
and can work himself into an exceM- 
Ingly superior state of mind. He can 
become even more than satirical if he 
Vill contrast the display of vast wealth 
with the misery and pauperism that 
prevail so close to It 
If the satirist is from San Francisco 
he may return thanks that uiis city is 
yet fairly free from the madness for 
making and the passion for spending 
money. He may get some consolation 
from the reflection that 24 percent of 
the people of San Francisco, while only 
12 percent of the people of New York, 
own their own homes, and from the ad­ 
ditional fact that the climate ot San 
Francisco is worth a million dollars In

A MOUSE M IL U 


Hovv the Thirfty Scottman Put the 
AnImAl to Work, 
Thrift is generally acknowledged to 
be one of the leading characteristics 
of the natives of Flfeshlre, and It nev­ 
er was more forcibly exemplified, says 
the Scotsman, than In the person of 
Mr. David Hutton, a native of Dun- 
fermHne, who actually proved that 
even mice, those acknowledged pests 
of mankind, could be nmde not only 
to earn their own living, but also to 
yield a respectable income to their 
owners. 
About the year 1820 this gentleman 
actually erected a small mill at Dun- 
fermlin’e fdr the 
manufacture 
of 
thread, 
a mill worked entirely 
by 
mice. It was while visiting Perth 
Prison in 1812 that Mr. Hatton first 
conceived this remarkable Idea of util­ 
izing mouse power. 
In an old pam­ 
phlet of the time, ‘‘The Curiosity Cof­ 
fee Room," he gave an account of the 
way in which the idea dawned on him. 
“In the summer of the year 1812," he 
wrote, “I had occasion to be In Perth, 
and when inspecting the toys 
and 
trinkets that were manufactured by 
the French prisoners In the depot 
there my attention was involuntarily 
attracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was run­ 
ning rapidly rouiSd, Impelled by the 
insignificant gravity of a common 
house mouse. For one shilling I pur­ 
chased house, mouse and wheel. In­ 
closing it in a handkerchief, on my 
Journey homeward I was compelled to 
contemplate its favorite amusement 
But how to apply half-ounce power 
(which is the weight of a mouse) to 
a useful purpose was the difficulty. At 
length the manufacturing of sewing 
thread seemed the most practicable." 
Mr. Hatton had one mouse that ran 
the amazing distance of 18 miles a day, 
but he proved that an ordinary mouse 
could run 10 1-2 miles on an average. 
A half penny's worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for its support for 35 days, 
during which it ran 736 half miles. He 
had actually two mice constantly em­ 
ployed in the making of sewing thread 
for more than a year. 
The mouse 
thread mill was so constructed that 
the common house mouse was enabled 
to make atonement to society for past 
offences by twisting, twining and reel­ 
ing from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted. 
To perform this task the little pe­ 
destrian had to run 10 1-2 miles, and 
this Journey It performed with ease 
every day. 
A half-penny's worth of 
oatmeal served one of these thread 
mill culprits for the long period of five 
weeks. In that time it made 3350 
threads of 25 inches, and as a penny 
was paid to women for every hank 
made in the ordinary way the mouse, 
at that rate, earned 9 pence every six 
weeks. Just 1 farthing a day, or 7 
shillings and 6 pence a year. Taking 
6 pence off for board, and allowing 
1 shilling for machinery, there was a 
clear yearly profit from each mouse 
of 6 shillings, 
Mr. Hatton firmly Intended to apply 
for the loan of the empty cathedral 
In Dunfermline, which would 
have 
held, he calculated, 10,000 mouse mills, 
sufficient room being left for keepers 
and some hundred 
of 
spectators. 
Death, however, overtook the inventor 
before this marvelous project could 
be carried out.

Those who happen to know may con« 
sidor it an absurdly easy question to 
auswor. 
But such is tbo ignorance 
of tJiiugs most necessary to know In 
which our people are sunk that only 
a few are aware that Monellk II. of 
Abyssinia has borne that title since 
ISSO. He used to bo called the nogus, 
Ills full title boiu?r negus negasti. mean, 
ini? king of kin^js. 
The Abyssinian 
monarch nsod to be a mere King of 
Choa. 
But now he rules the united 
kiuiTilonis of Choa, Godjam. Djimnia, 
Kafl'a and Watamo, with some other 
provinces. Consequently he is an em­ 
peror. 
Ancient blood is expected in an em­ 
peror, and it is remarkable that he of 
Abyssinia, the most obscure of the 
imperial band, is of the oldest stock of 
all. At least that is his claim, Allu, 
his father, came of the old royal family 
of Ethiopia that traced its descent to 
Menelik I., son of Solomon by the 
Queen of Sheba. Allu was eldest son 
of a great chief named Sella-Selassie, 
under whom the kingdom of Choa 
attained to its highest pitch of power. 
Now, Sella-Selassie's own name had 
formerly been Menelik, but he had 
been warned by a monk to change 
it, otherwise he would suffer great 
misfortune. He should, however, said 
the monk, call the son of his first born 
by the name of Menelik, and the child 
so christened would one day be the 
conqueror of all Ethiopia and the 
greatest of her rulers since the days 
of Menelik I., son of Solomon. 
As 
soon, therefore, as the grandson was 
born he was named Menelik. The real­ 
ly curious thing about this story Is 
that it was certainly told aud retailed 
by an Italian traveler some years be­ 
fore Menelik “conquered Ethiopia*' and 
consolidated his realm.—London News.

Wow th* La Plata Province« W#f# 
Lost to England Forever. 
Buenos Aires, meaning “iS iod airs’* 
»'r "healthful winds,’’ was named bf 
sn old Spanish explorer aud ireeboot* 
•T, Pedro de Mendoza, who founded 
tbe city in the year 1535. The wind 
blowing In from the pampas was cer­ 
tainly good, but not so tho flat, swam­ 
py piece of ground that ho selected 
for a town. Yet tho llttlo settlement 
grew, despite its 
surroundings, 
de­ 
spite the lack of a harbor, despite a 
century of Indian wars and over two 
and a half centuries of Spanish mis­ 
rule. It grew and prospered until. In 
1776—an easy date for you to remom- 
bei'—it beoauib the capital of the great 
Spanish viceroyalty of La Plata, which 
comprised what is now Argenlina. Bo­ 
livia, Paraguay and Uruguay. 
Just 
one hundred years ago Buenos Alres'a 
population had reached fifty thousand, 
which seems quite remarkable when 
one considers tho vexatious taxes anj 
restrictions imposed on her colonies. 
In 1S06 occurred tho British invasion 
under Major-General afterward 
Vis­ 
count) William Carr Beresford, 
aa 
event that nearly change! the destiny 
of half a continent. For "the Purpl« 
Land that England lost,” as a writer 
styles the La Plata countries, would 
probably have been British today, like 
Cape Cblony, or, 
at 
least English 
speaking, had Beresford held the city 
ho so easily captured. 
England and Spain were at war at 
this time, Spain being tho ally of Na­ 
poleon. Beresford, who had be-'U sta­ 
tioned at Cape of Good Hope, thought 
he would aid his country by seizing a 
Spanish colony, and impulsively sot 
sail for the Rio de la Plata with about 
ICOO men. Arrived oft Buenos Aires, 
he took the city quite by surprise, and 
captured It easily. But the people were 
not inclined to submit to a mere hand­ 
ful of Ingleses (Englishmen), and after 
a few weeks’ preparation 
tliey 
ad­ 
vanced upon the Invaders and soon 
overwhelmed them. 
The fighting oc­ 
curred In the Plaza Mayor, the princi­ 
pal square of the city, where Beresford 
was intrenched, and this square has 
ever since been known as the Plaza 
Victoria, while adjacent streets, such 
as Defensa (Defense), Reconqulsta 
(Reconquest), and a few others, were 
renamed In honor of the rlctory. 
But Great Britain, unwlUlns to lose 
such a prize, sent a much larger force, 
under General Whitelocke, to recap» 
ture the city. This expedition, how 
ever, ended mu.ch more disastrously. 
Whitelocke, through his incompetency, 
loet half his men and had to withdraw 
to his ships; and, to complete his dis­ 
grace, he surrendered Montevideo, the 
city across the river—now tho capital 
of Uruguay—which had been gallantly 
captured by a separate force. 
Thus 
the La Plata provinces were lost to 
England 
forever.—^From

The Food Factor In Education. 
“Over pressure” In education has 
now for some time been made the 
theme of endless 
discussion. 
This 
crusade against modern methods of 
training the rising generation has not 
been undertaken without valid cause. 
The youth of great cities throughout 
the world are crammed •with knowl­ 
edge—much of which is more or less 
useless—v^lïlle their physical condi­ 
tion Is neglected. The consequence Is 
that the urban population is degener­ 
ating in physique and constitution, and 
is becoming every year less fitted to 
fight succeesfully tho battle of life. In 
the British 
Medical Journal 
is an 
article which, although allowing that 
the present tendency to overload the 
minds of the young produces many 
evil effects, yet contends that insuill- 
cient food is a factor of much import­ 
ance in the production of ill-health. 
And that the diet of growing children 
is generally inadequate! both as re­ 
gards quantity and quality. Dr. Clem­ 
ent Dukes, a distinguished* authority 
on school hygiene, states tliat the av­ 
erage schooilKjy requires meat twice 
a day, and suggests that tho innumer­ 
able petty misdemeanors of boys may 
be duo to Insufllcient nourishment. 
Dnderfeeilng Is especially noticeable 
in the case of girls. Dr, Newsholme 
points out that girls thus underfed of­ 
ten get Into the habit of relying on 
bread and butter and puddings to the 
almost complete exclusion of meat and 
other nitrogenous food. 
The conclu­ 
sion arrived at from a consideration 
and comparison of diets in various 
schools in England and France, is that” 
as a rule, not enough nitrogenous food 
is given, and that girls are generally 
underfed. In these days, Avhen exam­ 
inations are harder and 
comi>etltion 
more acute than ever before, the strain 
upon tho mental faculties and upon 
the nervous system of those at school 
and college. Is exceptlonaly severe, 
and in order to preserve good health, 
the necessities of th« body must be 
carefully looked after. 
The young 
men then, when studying hard should 
not only be given only sufficient food, 
but suitable food.—»Medical Record.

PINS 
THE 
PAPERS. 


Two Little Girls Feed Them Into an 
Ingeniou« Machine. , 
^ 


•' According to the Meiriam oenstts,? 
there were used in theg^ United States 
during the year 1900 no leiss than il,- 
000.000,000 pins. 
This count excludes 
hair pdnr, safety 
pins 
and ' others, 
which for various reasons, bear the 
common family name, and 
confines 
Itself m*erely to the familiar and nec- 
eesary adjunct of the every day toilet. 
The first pin^ made in this country 
were very crudp indeed, merely a bit 
of wire twisted into a knot for a 
head at on-e end and sharpened to a 
point at the other. 
Thedr successors 
of to-day undergo a surpriiing variety 
of operations before they are consid- 
ered fit for use. 
In comparison with 
the size of the object manufactured 
the operations seem bewilderingly nu- 
merous. but if there be one process 
more remarkable than another it is 
''papering the pin." 
The papers, hav- 
ing been passed through an ingenious 
machine, which, at regular intervals, 
according to the size 
of 
the 
pin, 
pinches up a fold and pricks a hole in 
It, ai^ ready to receive the pins. 
For 
this purpose there is another machine, 
worked by two children. 
One feeds 
the pins, the other the papers. 
The 
first 
part of the machine is a box 
about 12 inches long, six broad and 
four deep. 
The bottom is composed 
Of small square steel bars, sufficiently 
far apart to let the shank of the pin 
fall through, but not the head. These 
bars are just as thick as the space 
between papered pins. The lower part 
of the bottom of the box is made to 
detach itself as soon as the row of 
pins is complete. 
Row after row, at 
regular intervals, is 
received 
and 
passed down a corresponding set of 
grooves, until it reaches the ready 
pricked paper. 
By the nicest possi- 
ble adjustment these pins come exact- 
ly to th'eir places and are pressed into 
thiem. By this method two little girls 
can in one day put up many thous- 
ands of papers.

theory Is a mere assumption and that it Is contrary to human experience. 
île 
denies, too, that marriage is solely an institution for the promotion of self- 
sacrifice and the unlimited propagation of children and misery. 
In short, lie 
believes that the present generation is entitled to a goodly share of well-being 
and happiness, and that its claim to them should not be made completely 
subservient to the claims of the next generation. 
The change in the economic 
condition of "women which has come about is a large factor in the diminution 
of the numerical size of families. 
"The -wives are no longer pack-mules, but 
are getting some of the comforts of life." says the writer. 
''Why shouldn't 
they?" he asks. 
.Why, Indeed? "will be the answer of many women and 
some men.

Some Experiments a i J o h n s Hopkins Uni- 
versity—From the Scientific American. 


N the theory that flies may he active agents la the spread 
of bacteria, there Is, of course, nothing new, but a forceful 
demonstration made under the auspices of Johns Hopkins 
University, which has been recently brought to our notice 
by a member of the medical staff of that Institution, Is well 
worthy of record. 
The experiments were conducted with a 
box that was divided into two compartments, in the first of 
which was exposed some food material infected with an 
easily recognizable species of bacteria—harmless bacteria, of 
coiurse, being used—while in the second compartment was placcd an open 
dish containing a sterile nutrient such as is used as a culture medium for bac- 
teria, Flies were placed in the first compartment, and, as soon as a number of 
them ihad been seen to walk upon, or eat of, the infected material, they Avore 
allowed to pass through a small door into the second compartment, whore 
they had a chance to come in contact with the culture medium in the di«li. 
The result was that 'bacteria deposited upon the surface of the sterile nutrient, 
multiplied there, and formed cliaracteristic colonies. 


In those experiments molasses mixed'with £i growth of yellow bacteria 
was spread on a plate in the first compartment, and a dozen flies were put into 
the apparatus.

walks are supported by shoring and 
underpinning w^here the original sup­ 
ports have to be removed. 
The cais­ 
sons. are then sunk or other work car­ 
ried out before the leases of tenant^ 
expire. 
When the old building is va­ 
cated it takes very little time to de- 
jnolish it and clear the site, and the 
construction of the new building can 
then be commenced at once upon the 
foundations built in advance#
